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SIGILLATA  WARES  IN  THE  NEAR  EAST.    II 
More  Potters'  Stamps 

N  this  second  instalment  of  my  proposed  Index  of  Sigillata  Potters'  Stamps 
made  or  found  in  the  Near  East  the  majority  are  from  the  American 
Excavations  in  the  Athenian  Agora  and  at  Corinth;'  my  copying  of  this 
unpublished  material  was  once  more  permitted  and  facilitated  with  that 
readiness  and  generosity  which  is  so  marked  a  characteristic  of  the  work  of 
those  sister  expeditions.  Besides  these,  the  present  contribution  includes 
stamps  from  Cyprus,  Knossos,  and  Syria,  collected  by  myself  with  the  kind 
help  and  permission  of  the  authorities  in  each  case,  and  a  number  taken  from 
various  publications  for  the  sake  of  completeness;  several  of  these  works  have 
become  available  in  Jerusalem  since  I  wrote  my  former  article.  Some  of 
both  these  latter  groups  appear  in  Mr,  Howard  Comfort's  extremely  valuable 
'Supplementary  Sigillata  Signatures  in  the  Near  East'  (JJournal  oj  the 
American  Oriental  Society,  Vol.  58,  pp.  30  ff.),  from  which  I  have  drawn 
a  considerable  number  of  names,  and  which  I  have  had  constantly  beside 
me  in  writing  this  article.  The  bulk,  however,  of  the  present  list  is  new;  and 
we  owe  the  possibility  of  its  compilation  to  the  care  now  devoted  to  these 
often  insignificant  fragments  by  such  expeditions  as  those  above  mentioned. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  no  more  than  another  instalment,  to  which  additions 
could  be  made  before  the  printer's  ink  is  dry.  It  would  be  greatly  appreciated, 
and  assist  immensely  in  my  design  of  a  comprehensive  Index,  if  all  excavators 
and  others  east  of  the  Adriatic  who  find  sigillata  potters'  stamps  would,  from 
now  onwards,  send  me  either  a  transcription  of  them  (if  they  are  few),  with 
any  details  of  chronological  or  local  importance,  and  permission  to  include 
them  in  a  further  list;  or  some  indication  of  their  nature  and  extent,  and 
where  I  might  be  allowed  to  study  and  copy  them  for  the  same  purpose. 
I  should  be  particularly  glad  of  any  examples  from  the  Black  Sea  region 
and  the  U.S.S.R.,  Iraq,  India,  and  Iran. 

The  former  list  {QDAP,  Vol.  VI,  pp.  4  [i]  ff.),  although  clearly 
tentative  and  inadequate,  has  been  received  with  so  much  indulgence  that 
I  have  been  encouraged  to  make  available  to  students  these  further  stamps 
now:  they  will  at  least  bring  some  additional  fish  to  the  net.  Circumstances 
prevailing  of  late  in  this  country  have  so  far  prevented  me  from  doing  any

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of  the  field  work  which  I  hope  may  lead  to  some  knowledge  of  wares  and 
fabrics:  so  that,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  is  little  to  add  to  the  discussion 
of  the  various  sigillata  wares  in  the  previous  article.  It  must  be  reaffirmed 
that  we  have  not  yet  enough  material  to  justify  very  broad  generalizations; 
arguments  ex  absentia  are  particularly  treacherous,  e.g.  Comfort's  guarded 
inference"  that  c.  clodivs  sabinvs  did  not  penetrate  eastward  is  invalidated 
by  the  finding  of  his  name  at  Corinth  included  in  the  present  list. 

Forms  are  quoted  where  possible  for  Western  vessels.  Eastern  ones  must 
continue  to  be  summarily  indicated  as  'cup'  or  'dish'  with  occasionally  some 
further  detail;  this  must  remain  true  until  one  of  us  has  time  to  classify  and 
number  the  Eastern  shapes.  Many  of  the  stamps  here  included,  both  Western 
and  Eastern,  occur  on  very  tiny  fragments  of  the  vessel;  often  much  less 
than  half  of  the  base;  so  that  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  quote  a  form 
number  with  any  certaintv,  did  one  exist.  I  have  probably  erred  here  in  the 
direction  of  over-boldness  in  attribution.  At  the  same  time  it  should  be 
reiterated  that  the  ideal  is  to  describe  the  shape  of  the  vessel,  its  ware,  and  its 
glaze  or  slip,  as  exactly  as  possible,  in  transcribing  sigillata  stamps.  If  circum- 
stances permit,  a  section  drawing  is  desirable  for  Eastern,  unclassified  forms, 
as  in  Heberdev's  publication  of  the  Ephesus  stamps,  or  Comfort's  list  of 
those  in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome.  Most  of  the  stamps  on  pottery 
quoted  in  the  CIL  are,  as  Comfort  complains,^  virtually  useless  for  any 
serious  purpose,  owing  to  the  non-citation  of  even  the  class  of  pottery  on 
which  the  stamp  occurs.  From  now  on,  any  additions  to  the  CIL  or  IG 
should  include  at  least  the  form,  and  should  say  whether  on  sigillata  or  not;  if 
possible,  an  indication  of  the  class  of  ware  and  shape  should  be  added. 

As  before,  there  are  included  a  marginal  number  of  stamps  too  uncertain 
for  even  a  tentative  identification.  It  seemed  best  not  to  omit  these,  since 
new  examples  are  continually  forthcoming,  which  by  comparison  help  to 
identify  the  previously  doubtful  ones,  as  any  one  who  has  studied  them  will 
appreciate.  These  uncertain  or  illegible  stamps  are,  in  the  second  instalment, 
collected  at  the  end,  along  with  a  group  of  symbol  stamps;  they  are  repro- 
duced in  a  kind  of  partial  facsimile  or  dlplomatische  Abschrijt  which  may 
serve  to  indicate  to  students  the  vagaries  of  the  lettering. 

The  review  of  my  earlier  list  by  Herr  Oxe^  has  been  particularly  valuable 
for  its  criticisms  and  suggestions.  Although  the  stamps  XAPIC,  XAPITEZ, 
AHPON,  KEPAor,  KAAA,  and  KAICY  seem  admittedlv  to  belong  to  the  class

of  redende  Stempel,  and  are  not  the  names  of  potters,  I  have  continued 
to  include  them  in  their  place,  since  they  may  in  the  future  prove  to  have 
been  favoured  by  certain  groups  of  potters  or  factories,  and  may  thus  afford 
some  token  of  identity.  Occasionally  I  have  indicated  that  two  examples 
of  the  same  stamp  are  found  on  demonstrably  different  fabrics:  e.g.  the 
fourth  and  fifth  examples  of  XAPIC,  on  Group  ii  (  =  the  old  'Pergamene') 
and  Group  i  (  =  the  old  'Samian')  wares  respectively.  Oxe  remarks  that  this 
use  of  the  redende  Stempel  as  a  greeting  seems  to  be  a  peculiarity  of  Eastern 
sigillata;  it  is  different  from  the  mainly  funereal  uses  of  such  stamps  on 
Western  sigillata,  as  studied  by  him.' 

The  Earliest  Sigillata. 

For  the  date  of  the  origin  of  sigillata  there  is'  no  new  absolute  evidence  yet 
published.  Since  my  former  discussion,^  however,  one  of  the  principal 
supports  for  the  existence  of  sigillata  in  the  first  half  of  the  second  century  b.c. 
has  vanished;  it  appears  that  the  supposed  sigillata  from  Corinth,  reported 
as  datable  3  by  its  context  prior  to  the  city's  destruction  in  146  B.C.,  is  non- 
existent, or  at  least  cannot  be  found.  We  are  thus  reduced  for  the  earliest 
dating  that  has  any  degree  of  reliability  to  a  few  instances,  of  which  the  most 
definite  seem  to  be:  (i)  the  sigillata  from  Olbia  (S.  Russia)  associated  with 
a  cemetery  of  the  Myrina  type,  which  may  be  of  the  third  and  should  be  at 
latest  of  the  second  century  b.c;  (ii)  that  from  Delos,  ante-dating  the  sack  of 
that  place  in  87  B.C.;'*  and  (iii)  that  found  in  the  cargo  of  the  ships  sunk  off  the 
island  of  Andcythera  (Cerigotto),  which  from  the  works  of  art  found  in  it  may 
be  considered — at  a  conservative  estimate — to  have  sunk  during  the  first  third 
of  the  first  century  b.c.  None  of  these,  unfortunately,  is  very  precise.  I  re- 
state them  here  for  the  sake  of  clarity,  and  as  a  caution  against  supposing 
that  any  of  the  considerable  number  of  stamps  hitherto  published  has  added, 
from  the  context  in  which  it  has  been  found  or  otherwise,  any  definite  chrono- 
logical evidence. 

Gaulish  Wares  in  the  East. 

It  was  never  the  writer's  intention  to  suggest  that  all,  or  even  most  of  the 
Western  stamps  found  in  the  East  were  Gaulish,  but  to  draw  attention  to  the 
fact,  not  then  generally  known,  of  their  existence  in  those  parts.  Since, 
however,  some  impression  of  that  kind  appears  to  have  suggested  itself  from

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my  former  article  (which  nevertheless  contains  many  names  there  attributed 
to  Arretium  or  Puteoli);  and  since  some  names  in  it,  which  are  in  fact  Italian, 
were  wrongly  assigned  to  Gaul,  it  may  be  worth  while  to  give  here  some  of 
the  principal  undoubted  occurrences  of  Gaulish  sigillata  so  far  reported  in 
the  East,  to  clear  the  ground.   These  include:

Two  Form  37  bowls  from  Egypt  in  Hildesheim  (Comfort,  JAOS,  58, 
p.  56,  n.  76). 

Form  29  from  Pergamon  in  Berlin  (Comfort,  ibid.). 

Five  decorated  bowls  from  Delphi  {Fouilks  de  Delphes,  Vol.  V,  p.  180). 

We  may  add  as  an  almost  certain  product  of  La  Graufesenque  the  dish  of 
marbled  sigillata  with  the  illegible  stamp  (p.  43)  from  Corinth. 

From  the  distribution  of  these  pieces,  Corinth,  Tarsus,  Antioch,  Samaria, 
Petra,  Ras  el  'Ain,  Egypt,  it  would  seem  that  in  their  day  the  Gaulish 
attained  as  widespread  a  market  as  the  Italian  wares  in  the  East.  It  is  certain 
that  much  more  will  be  discovered  on  Eastern  sites  in  the  future. 

Marbled  Sigillata. 

This  type  of  sigillata,  having  a  glaze  of  yellow  and  red  streaks  intermingled 
to  produce  the  effect  of  'marbling',  such  as  is  not  infrequently  met  with  on 
wall  frescoes  of  the  Pompeii  class,  has  now  been  recorded  in  the  East.  An 
account  of  it,  with  citations  of  examples  known  and  potters  who  made  it,  will 
be  found  in  Oswald  and  Pryce,  Terra  sigillata,  pp.  2 1 8  sqq.  Additional  names 
of  potters  who  made  this  ware  are:  ARTivs  (at  Cologne,  Waldorf-Rickarts 
Museum,  No.  3616);  MINAIC  (from  Modena:  Comfort,  JAOS,  58,  p.  43  and 
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reff.).  The  ware  was  first  made  in  Arretium,  whence  it  spread  to  La  Graufe- 
senque  and  the  South  Gaulish  factories.  It  flourished  chiefly  during  the  reigns 
of  Claudius  and  Nero.  I  have  noted  a  dish  of  the  ware,  possibly  Form  15/17, 
amongst  the  sigillata  at  Corinth;  it  bears  an  illegible  stamp  and  is  included 
in  my  list  under  'Illegible  or  Uncertain'  stamps  (Corinth,  C.  34.229).  At 
Corinth  also  is  a  cup,  stamped  AnPON,  marbled  externally  (cf.  list  s.  AHPOn). 

Other  Associated  Wares:  Eastern  or  Western. 

In  the  Western  countries,  where  sigillata  has  been  mostly  found,  it  is  often 
associated  with  several  groups  of  sub-  or  non-sigillata  'native'  wares,  some  of 
which  show  signs  of  its  influence. '  These  include  the  class  of  barbotine  wares 
of  which  Castor  (or  Cologne)  ware  is  the  best  known;  'sand-blown'  ware, 
covered  all  over  with  tiny  grains  of  grit;  'terra  nigra'  or  British-Celtic  wares, 
often  bearing  stamps  like  those  on  sigillata  but  meaningless  and  consisting  of 
strokes  only;  and  a  group  of  very  fine  wares,  often  of  almost  egg-shell  thin- 
ness. In  my  previous  article  I  uttered  a  plea  against  a  too  strict  interpretation 
of  sigillata,  which  cannot  be  properly  studied  or  understood  in  vacuo.  Every 
Roman  archaeologist  in  Britain  or  Germany  or  France  knows  that  sigillata 
joins  hands  in  one  direction  with  Greek  glazed  vases,  and  in  the  other  with  the 
'native'  wares  above  described.  ACO  and  his  group,  pace  Herr  Ohlenroth,^ 
have  very  much  to  do  with  sigillata,  as  previously  explained. ^  They  show  us 
how  the  same  potter  could  pass  over  from  the  production  of 'native'  wares  to 
that  of  sigillata.  In  fact,  sigillata  outside  Italy  is  nothing  but  a  special  type 
of  'native'  ware,  as  the  Colchester  sigillata  potteries  abundantly  prove,  with 
their  Celtic  names  and  degenerate  style.  If  the  aim  of  sigillata  study  is  to  use 
it  as  an  index  to  the  economic  and  social  history  of  the  times,  and  not  merely 
to  regard  it  as  the  appreciation  of  a  certain  class  of  objets  d'art,  it  must  be 
viewed  in  the  widest  sense  and  with  an  open  mind.  In  the  East,  as  long  as 
sigillata  was  confined  within  the  twin  strait-waistcoats  of  'Samian'  and 
'Pergamene',  no  progress  could  be  made  in  its  study;  these  discarded,  the 
extent  and  ramifications  of  the  subject  begin  to  appear,  with  the  prospect  of 
finding  potteries  all  over  hither  Asia,  producing  in  some  areas  both  sigillata 
and  Nabatean.  The  argument  previously  advanced '^  in  favour  of  regarding 
Nabatean  as  a  branch  of  sigillata  derives  additional  force  from  comparison 
with  'local'  wares  in  the  West.

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At  Corinth  I  noted  much  of  this  'local'  ware,  in  appearance  identical  with 
many  of  the  British  and  Gaulish  'native'  wares  of  the  first  to  fourth  centuries 
A.D.  It  includes  all  the  types  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  this  section. 
An  illustration  is  afforded  by  the  imitation  stamps  from  Corinth,  included 
in  the  List  under  'Illegible  or  Uncertain'  stamps.  They  consist  of  lines  and 
dots,  often  arranged  in  a  slanting  position  resembling  the  letter  V,  and  recall 
the  imitation  stamps  which  occur  freely  on  'terra  nigra'  plates  and  dishes  in 
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the  West.  The  examples  are  to  me  indistinguishable  from  the  Western  ones, 
and  until  evidence  to  the  contrary  is  forthcoming  we  must  assume  them  to 
be  Western  imports,  on  the  analogy  of  the  ACO  beaker  from  Ascalon."  As 
an  example  from  an  even  more  remote  spot,  I  include  here^  a  drawing  of  a 
fragment  of  a  cup  with  barbotine  decoration  in  the  Palestine  Museum  from 
Petra.  Bearing  in  mind  both  the  high  level  of  technique  in  pottery-making 
attained  by  the  Nabateans  and  the  fact  that  Gaulish  sigillata  was  also  imported 
at  Petra,  where  shall  we  say  this  cup  was  made .''  At  Castor,  Cologne,  Lezoux, 
or  Petra?
